Document A2 relates to a superconducting (HTSC) cable capable of transmitting large 
amounts of power with low losses, whereby the cable is an AG-Mn-sheathed Bi2223 tape in a 
4-layer spiral configuration, with the spiral pitch adjusted so that equal amounts of current 
flow through each layer to reduce AC loss. An English translation for each of the foreign- 
language documents is not readily available. However, the absence of such translation does 
not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider the submitted foreign language documents (37 
CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). An EngHsh language abstract for Document Al is attached.
